Section 1. 2010 Iowa Acts, chapter 1192, section 2,
subsection 4, paragraph g, subparagraph (2), is amended to read
as follows:

(2) For distribution to the Iowa family planning network
agencies for necessary infrastructure, statewide coordination,
provider recruitment, service delivery, and provision of
assistance to patients in determining an appropriate medical
home:

2010 Iowa Acts, chapter 1192, section 11, unnumbered
paragraph 2, is amended to read as follows:
For medical assistance reimbursement and associated costs
as specifically provided in the reimbursement methodologies
in effect on June 30, 2010, except as otherwise expressly
authorized by law, including reimbursement for abortion
services which shall be available under the medical assistance
program only for those abortions which are medically necessary:

Sec. 5. 2010 Iowa Acts, chapter 1192, section 19, is amended

by adding the following new subsection:
NEW SUBSECTION. 23. The reduction in the amount of the
appropriation made in this section for FY 2010-2011 by this

2011 Iowa Act shall be implemented by reducing the amount
paid by the department from this appropriation for community
adolescent pregnancy prevention grants and family planning
programs to any entity that provides abortions in the state.

Sec. 6. EFFECTIVE UPON ENACTMENT. This Act, being deemed of
immediate importance, takes effect upon enactment.

Sec. 7. RETROACTIVE APPLICABILITY. This Act applies
retroactively to July 1, 2010.

EXPLANATION

This bill reduces appropriations for FY 2010-2011] under the
purview of the department of human services and the department
of public health.

The bill directs that the allocation to the Iowa
collaborative safety net provider network for allocation to
Iowa family planning network agencies under the community
capacity appropriation to the department of public health is to
be reduced by the amount allocated to any entity that provides
abortions in the state.

The bill reduces the appropriations to the department of
human services for medical assistance and for child and family
services and the department is directed to implement the
reduction by reducing the amount paid by the department to any
entity that provides abortions in the state.

The bill takes effect upon enactment and is retroactively
applicable to July 1, 2010.
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
